PRODUCTION  AND  MARKETING  ADMINISTRATION 


The  Production  and  Marketing  Administration  gathers  and  disseminates 
market  information  on  the  simply,  demand,  movement,  quality,  and  prices 
for  major  agricultural  commodities  in  the  principal  markets  and  producing 
areas.     The  commodities  reported  include  livestock,  meats,  wool,  fresh 
fruits  and  vegetables,  dairy  and  poultry  products,  grain,  hay,  feed,  cotton, 
cottonseed,  tobacco,  rice,  honey,  blackstrap  molasses,  naval  stores,  and 
other  agricultural  commodities. 

Market  reports  are  issued  by  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administra- 
tion from  Washington  and  from  field  offices,  maintained  Nation-wide  for 
this  purpose.    Reports  are  prepared  in  the  field  under  the  direction  of 
the  Branch  offices  in  Washington.    Each  field  office,  for  the  most  part, 
covers  only  such  commodities  as  are  assigned  to  the  Branch  of  which  it  is 
a  part.     It  reports  largely  on  the  commodities  in  its  own  markets,  al- 
though information  on  the  same  commodities  in  other  important  markets 
may  be  included  in  its  releases. 

The  information  reaches  the  public  throughout  the  country  by  radio, 
newspapers,  mail,  and  telegraph.     To  expedite  the  distribution  of  the 
reports,  most  of  the  market  news  offices  are  connected  by  teletype  facil- 
ities.    Through  special  arrangements  with  the  major  news  services,  most 
of  the  market  reports  are  sent  over  their  wires  to  newspapers  and  radio 
stations.     Some  market  reports  are  provided  to  nearby  radio  stations  and 
newspapers  by  messenger  and  telephone,  and  some  reports  are  broadcast 
direct  from  market  news  offices. 

Separate  mailing  lists  are  maintained  in  Washington  and  at  each  field 
office,  and  all  reports  are  mailed  free  of  charge  to  persons  requesting 
them.    Requests  for  any  of  the  reports  issued  in  the  field  should  be  sent 
direct  to  the    office  issuing  the  report.     Office  addresses  are  given  on 
pages  2  through  6. 

In  addition  to  detailed  information  on  the  market  news  reports, 
this  publication  covers  reports  on  regulatory  activities,  purchases  and 
sales,  plentiful  foods,  and  other  regular  releases  and  publications 
concerned  with  marketing.

Cotton  Quotations  -  Ten  Designated  Spot  Markets  gives  prices 
for  Middling  15/16-inch  spot  cotton  quoted  at  the  10  spot 
markets,  and  grade  and  staple  differences  between  Middling 
l5/l6-inch  and  other  grades  and  staples  quoted  at  these  mar- 
kets, along  with  certain  other  price  information. 

The  10  designated  spot  markets  are  Charleston,  S.  C,  Augusta, 
Ga.,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  Montgomery,  Ala.,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  New  Orleans, 
La.,  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  Dallas,  Tex.,  Houston,  Tex.,  and 
Galveston,  Tex.    Report  is  issued  from  Memphis,  P.  0.  Box  363. 

Weekly; 

The  Farmers  Weekly  Cotton  Price  Report  is  a  report  designed 
for  use  by  individual  farmers  as  a  guide  in  selling  cotton. 
This  report  shows,  by  examples,  how  to  figure  the  approxi- 
mate value  of  a  pound  of  cotton  after  a  farmer  receives  a 
classification  on  his  cotton.    Current  market  prices  for  most 
qualities  are  shown,  along  with  the  equivalent  loan  value. 
Issued  weekly  during  the  active  marketing  season  from  Atlanta, 
Dallas,  and  Memphis  (P.  0.  Box  363). 

Cottonseed  Review  gives  a  summary  of  market  information  on 
cottonseed  and  detailed  information  on  the  grade  of  cotton- 
seed sold  during  the  week,  by  counties,  prices  paid  by  ginners 
and  oil  mills  for  cottonseed  along  with  some  price  and  market 
information  on  cottonseed  products  and  other  competing  oil 
seed  products.    Issued  Thursday  from  Atlanta,  Memphis  (P.  0. 
Box  363),  and  Dallas  during  the  active  marketing  season. 

Weekly  Cotton  Linters  Review  gives  a  summary  of  market  and 
price  information  on  linters,  tables  of  the  current  range 
in  prices  (f.o.b.  cottonseed  oil  mills,  uncompressed)  for 
each  grade  of  linters  with  comparisons,  and  tables  relating 
to  production,  supply,  consumption,  and  related  data  for 
linters.    Issued  Friday  from  Memphis  (P.  0.  Box  88). 
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Weekly  Cotton  Market  Review  (national)  summarizes  the  cotton 
market  news  to  the  close  of  business  on  Thursday  of  each 
week.    Each  review  carries  pertinent  statistical  data,  re- 
porting at  intervals,  statistics  on  production,  consumption, 
exports,  stocks,  quality,  prices,  spindle  activity,  etc. 
Issued  Friday  of  each  week  from  Memphis  (P.  0.  Box  88). 

Weekly  Cotton  Market  Review  (each  of  four  areas)  carries  the 
text  of  the  above  report,  together  with  cotton  market  news 
for  the  area  from  which  issued.     In  addition,  weekly  cotton 
price  quotations  for  markets  within  the  area,  at  central 
markets  and  leading  domestic  mill  points  are  included* 
Issued  Friday  from  Atlanta,  Dallas,  Bakersfield,  and  Memphis 
(P.  0.  Box  363). 

Semimonthly: 

Cotton  Quality  Report  shows  estimated  proportions  of  the 
various  qualities  (including  grade  and  staple  length)  of 
cotton  ginned  in  the  United  States  and  in  individual  States 
and  districts  during  the  current  ginning  period  and  the 
season  to  date.     Issued  twice  a  month  during  the  principal 
part  of  the  ginning  season  on  the  same  dates  that  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  on  volume  of  ginnings.     U.  S. 
reports  released  from  Memphis  (P.  0.  Box  88)  and  individual 
State  reports  released  from  Atlanta,  Memphis  (p.  0.  Box  363), 
Dallas,  and  Bakersfield.     State  agencies  cooperate  in  some 
instances. 

Monthly: 

Cotton  Price  Statistics  is  a  compilation  of  cotton  prices, 
grade  and  staple  premiums,  and  discounts  at  spot  markets 
and  mill  points.     The  report  contains  a  brief  statement  of 
developments  relating  to  cotton  prices  during  the  month. 
Issued  from  Memphis  (P.  0.  Box  88)  shortly  after  the  end 
of  the  month. 

Unfinished  Cotton  Cloth  Prices,  Cotton  Prices,  and  Mill 
Margins  gives  prices  and  margins  for  17  constructions  of 
unfinished  cloth.    Issued  from  Memphis  (P.  0.  Box  88) 
as  soon  after  the  first  of  the  month  as  possible. 

Annual : 

Cotton  Quality  Statistics  -  United  States  contains  statis- 
tics  on  the  quality  of  cotton  ginned  in  the  United  States 
and  in  individual  States,  and  statistics  on  the  quality  of 
cotton  in  the  carry-over.
